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Fatal hit-and-run in McK 
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McKINLEYVILLE — A pedestrian 
was killed in a hit-and-run traffic col- 
lision Saturday morning, May 19 on 
Central Avenue south of Bella Vista 
Road in McKinleyville. 

Clinton Eugene Deckert II, 47, of 
McKinleyville was walking north on 
the east shoulder of Central Avenue 
at about 7:28 a.m. when he was struck 
by a 1977 Toyota Rav4 driven by Shaia 
Marie Bianco, 25, also of McKin- 
leyville. Bianco was driving north- 
bound. 

Before the collision, Bianco “made 


an unsafe turn and turned the Toyo- 
ta to the right,” stated a press release 
from the California Highway Patrol. 
“This resulted in the Toyota driving 
onto the shoulder and colliding into 
Deckert.” 

“After the collision, Bianco fled 
the scene at a high rate of speed, con- 
tinuing to drive north towards town. 
Deckert was pronounced deceased at 
the scene,” stated the press release. 
“Within less than an hour time, Bian- 
co called Humboldt Communications 
Center and stated she was the driver 
of the Toyota. Bianco was contacted 


and arrested for suspicion of driving 
under the influence of alcohol/drugs.” 

Due to the collision, Central Ave- 
nue was closed for about an hour and 
20 minutes. 

“The California Highway Patrol

clude hemp at this point but there’s concern that hemp 
growers might evade the county’s cannabis permitting 
fees and taxes — and its regulations — by opting for a state 
registration system. 

Supervisors previously voted to enact a 45-day morato- 
rium on hemp production which ended on May 17. 

Most supervisors supported extending the hemp mor- 
atorium for six months to allow planning staff time to 
develop regulations. But that action needed a four-fifths 
majority vote and Bass’s absence created a dilemma when 
Supervisor Steve Madrone indicated that he didn’t sup- 
port extending the moratorium. 

As supervisors discussed it, the differing uses and scales 
of hemp production were questioned. 

Supervisor Estelle Fennell said it will take time to clar- 
ify how hemp should be regulated. 

She said that the hemp that’s been “produced very sig- 
nificantly” in the county is “tied to the cannabis plant and 
is more on that medicinal marijuana spectrum.” 

Hemp is included in the federal farm bill but Fennell 
said it’s uncertain whether medicinal CBD cultivation is 
included in it. She said there’s heavy investment in CBD 
production but “it’s still very, very gray in terms of defini- 
tion — and that’s something that we’ve run into before in 
the cannabis world, is those gray areas.” 

If grown as a row crop, hemp production absorbs large 
tracts of farmland. Medicinal CDB production is done at a 
smaller scale and some permitted Humboldt County culti-

vators are producing both psychoactive and non-psycho- 
active cannabis. 

But farmers whose focus is THC-dominant cannabis 
are concerned about expanding hemp production due to 
the potential for cross-pollination. 

There’s also market potential. During public com- 
ment, supervisors were told that CBD products from Or- 
egon producers are being sold in California, including in 
Humboldt, because they have less overhead costs and are 
cheaper. 

Upholding bags of CBD-dominant cannabis from Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon, Mark Switzer of Palo Verde Farms 
suggested that absorbing hemp into the county’s fee- and 
tax-oriented regulations will make local hemp economi- 
cally unfeasible. 

“If I take this (locally-produced) cannabis right here 
and I go to the local (dispensary) to sell it, they price it 
against this (Oregon) cannabis here,” he said. “They’re im- 
porting this at $40 to $60 a pound and my taxes are $144 
a pound, so that immediately puts me out of business.” 

Switzer described the cross-pollination reasoning as 
“fraud.” But Terra Carver of the Humboldt County Grow- 
ers Association spoke of the “public trust when it comes to 
the genetic library of cannabis in the region.” 

She urged supervisors to ban pollen-producing hemp 
in the county, because “if you do, it would essentially be 
clear-cutting the Amazon of cannabis.” 

As the only supervisor who didn’t support extending 
the hemp ban, Madrone said he’s “very concerned about 
our economy and the opportunities that are going to be 
missed by continuing this for six months.” He added that 
it will more likely take a year to devise regulations. 

Nor does he support folding hemp into the county’s ex- 
isting ordinance. “Because I would rather roll that back 
and provide opportunities for small farmers of 2,000 
square feet or less,” he said. 

“I would just point out, though, that if we don’t do (a 
moratorium), there is no middle ground,” said Supervisor 
Mike Wilson, adding that the process of regulation will 
take time and “the alternative is to just let ‘er rip and see 
what happens.” 

Since the moratorium extension couldn’t be approved 
without a fourth yes vote, supervisors chose to direct plan- 
ning staff to work on modifying the county’s cannabis or- 
dinance to address industrial hemp and CDB flower. 

Considering the moratorium’s end, supervisors also di- 
rected staff to return to this week’s meeting, on May 21, 
with another hemp moratorium ordinance.

Environmental Services Director Mark Andre said the 
city is on record as opposing grows in TPZ zones. The 
city had also recommended a 1,000-foot buffer between 
parklands and grows, but the county went with 600 feet. 

The matter was considered at a meeting of the FMC 
last Thursday, but no conclusions were reached because 
the meeting had to end so another group could use 
Council Chamber. A second meeting was scheduled for 
Tuesday, after the Union went to press. Andre said a rec- 
ommendation in favor of the 600-foot setback was likely 
to result. 

The City of Arcata and other property owners adjacent 
to the Emerald Coast Genetics grow would not have been 
formally notified of the cultivation permit application un- 
til just prior to the matter coming before the county Plan- 
ning Commission. But the city got wind of the matter and 
held the FMC meetings to develop a recommendation. 

“Our main concerns are any kind of development next 
to the forest boundary,” Andre said. “We want to make 
sure it’s solid in terms of protecting the public interest, 
and it comes down to how big the setback should be.” 

The JCF was funded in part by the state Wildlife Con- 
servaton Board, Andre said, “so we feel like it’s our obli- 
gation to defend it against adjacent activities that could 
compromise it.” 

That includes potential impacts on wildlife habitat. The 
JCF is home to Northern Spotted owls, whch are listed as 
threatened by the state and federal government. The FMC 
has been concerned about cumulative impacts from devel- 
opment close to city forestlands, especially cannabis pro- 
duction, which can include use of herbicides, pesticides 
and rodentocides and create erosion and other problems. 

“T don’t think this one had a legacy of issues with ro- 
denticides, but we’re just trying to protect the public for- 
est,” Andre said. He said the city will assess the site with 
state forestry officials to make sure no trees were cut on 
public land to establish the formerly illegal grow. 

FMC member Michael Furniss confirmed that the 
group is likely to recommend the dealbreaking 600- 
foot buffer. While he acknowledged the situation was a 
“tough one,” the city has to protect the JCF under the 
terms that made it possible, and the forest’s sustainabil- 
ity has is the highest priority. 

“When the city seeks funds for acquiring conserva- 
tion lands, we make promises to the funders that we will 
do all we can to protect these places,” Furniss said. “We 
consider those promises sacrosanct.” 

“The biggest threat and impact to forests in California 
is conversion to non-forest,” Furniss continued. “The 
FMC has long been opposed to using forest lands zoned 
TPZ for the production of farm commodities that are 
much better located and operated in agricultural areas, 
where the soils are much better and the infrastructure 
supports commodity production, and not carved out of 
poorly-suited forested lands because of a perverse need 
to ‘hide’ these operations.”

¢ Inform someone of 
your travel plans-let them 
know where you are going, 
your planned route, when 
you plan to return and 
emergency numbers to call 
if you do not return at the 


scheduled time. 

¢ Bring a charged cell 
phone with you in case of 
emergencies, but do not rely 
on cell service in all areas. 

¢ Bring a_ flashlight, 
warm clothes, high energy 
snacks and water, in case 
your hike goes longer than 
expected. 

¢ If you get lost, stop 
where you are and assess 
the situation. Try to deter- 
mine your location. If you 
are sure you can get your- 
self out using a map and 
compass, do so — otherwise 
stay put. 


Arcata Fire, carbon monoxide alarm save lives

McKINLEYVILLE — On the eve- 
ning of Tuesday, May 14, Arcata Fire 
District was dispatched to an alarm 
activating in an apartment complex 
in McKinleyville. 

Upon arrival, the engine company 
met with the reporting party and was 
directed to an unoccupied apartment 
that was under renovation. An audi- 
ble alarm was sounding within the 
apartment. 

Arcata Fire forced entry and quick- 
ly identified the alarm to be a carbon 
monoxide alarm/detector activation. 

Carbon monoxide levels inside the 
apartment were detected to be far 
above acceptable levels. 

Fire personnel shut off all natural 


gas service to the apartment and ven- 
tilated the affected unit. 

Occupants of adjacent apartments 
were contacted and carbon monoxide 
was also found in the upstairs apartment. 

Ventilation efforts continue 
throughout the entire apartment 
complex. Upon completion of venti- 
lation, carbon monoxide levels were 
nonexistent. 

Early notification by tenants and 
quick action taken by Arcata Fire per- 
sonnel eliminated a potential multi 
-casualty event. 

CO - not your friend 

Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
odorless and tasteless gas. At sus- 
tained high levels, it is considered 
toxic and potentially deadly. 


Residences with fuel burning ap- 
pliances are required to have a carbon 
monoxide alarm/detector installed 
on each floor of the residence to no- 
tify occupants of potential toxic con- 
centration levels. 

If a carbon monoxide alarm/detec- 
tor activates, call 911 and evacuate to 
clean air immediately. 

Carbon monoxide alarms/detec- 
tors should be mounted per manufac- 
turer’s instructions. 

Smoke Alarms/Detectors are 
also required in all residential hous- 
es, apartments and duplexes; they 
should be installed in each sleeping 
room, common areas outside sleep- 
ing rooms, and common rooms other 
than kitchens and bathrooms.

Coast Guard promotes safe boating as incidents rise

MCKINLEYVILLE — The Coast Guard, Coast Guard 
Auxiliary and the National Safe Boating Council are pro- 
moting safe boating practices during the upcoming boat- 
ing and fishing season in communities surrounding Eure- 
ka, Fort Bragg, Crescent City, Redding and Ukiah, given 
the recent increase in search and rescue cases. 

The public will notice increased air and boat law en- 
forcement patrols in the coming days. 

“In the event of a capsizing emergency, mariners are 
advised to remain with their vessel,” said Lt. Commander 
Gabriel Vigil, spokesperson for Coast Guard Sector Hum- 
boldt Bay. “It is easier for rescuers to locate a large object 
in the water than it would be for a person. If you see some- 
one in trouble in the water, stay on the shore and call 911 
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or Coast Guard rescue at (707) 839-6113. Do not enter the 
water or you could end up being a victim as well.” 

According to uscgboating.org, in 2017 the Coast Guard 
confirmed more than 4,200 accidents resulting in 658 
deaths, 2,629 injuries, and more than $46 million in re- 
ported damages to property. 

“Wearing a life vest during water activities is especial- 
ly important for children. With Northern California’s cold 
ocean, and swift flowing snow melt rivers, cold water pa- 
ralysis can set in within minutes making swimming im- 
possible,” said Vigil. 

Alcohol use is the leading known contributing factor in 
fatal boating accidents. 

Where cause of death was known, 76 percent of fatal 
boating accident victims drowned. 
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Planners: ‘There’s no such thing as affordable housing’

HUMBOLDT - Faced with a shortfall of 
low income housing, county planners are 
considering alternative types such as tiny 
houses and driving down costs by having 
the county pay for improvements rather 
than developers. 

The longstanding dilemma of providing 
housing for the county’s lower-income res- 
idents dominated discussion as the Plan- 
ning Commission considered an eight-year 
housing plan at its May 16 meeting. 

The Housing Element is a state-mandat- 
ed element of the General Plan Update that 
describes how the county will meet hous- 
ing needs. As the commission reviewed the 
plan’s policies and implementation mea- 
sures, low income housing emerged as a 
challenge. 

The element’s implementations include 
changing zoning to allow alternative hous- 
ing types and initiatives such as a “safe 
parking” pilot program for those who live 
in their vehicles. 

But more conventional measures such 
as encouraging multifamily housing de- 
velopment were described as impractical 
due to the high costs of permitting, utility 
hook-ups and making infrastructure im- 
provements. 


Commissioner Peggy O’Neill related 
that she knows of one case where the mere 
conversion of a garage into a secondary 
residential unit had racked up $13,000 of 
permitting-related costs and “they haven’t 
even put any materials into it yet.” 

She added that the term “affordable 
housing” is a “misnomer,” as housing con- 
struction is too expensive to produce it un- 
less it’s subsidized. 

The phrase “there’s no such thing as 
affordable housing” was occasionally re- 
peated by commissioners throughout the 
discussion. 

After a public comment period that in- 
cluded warnings of increased homeless- 
ness and inadequate housing supply lead- 
ing to the exodus of younger residents, 
commissioners considered the dynamics of 
the situation. 

Commissioner Alan Bongio, who is a de- 
veloper, said he could recall only two sub- 
divisions coming before the commission 
in the last four years. “The bigger problem 
that we have in Humboldt County is that 
there’s nobody developing anymore,” he 
continued. “There’s no money left in it, ev- 
erything gotten too expensive and there’s 
nobody taking up the charge.” 

Saying that the county aided develop- 
ment decades ago by paying for street, 


sidewalk and other improvements, he told 
planning staff that the county again needs 
to relieve developers of it. 

“You guys either need to take charge of 
it and lead it, or get out of the way,” Bongio 
said. 

He recommended that the county do 
“the hard, on-the-ground improvements” 
that are making housing development too 
costly for builders. 

The idea gained some traction among 
commissioners, with pursuit of grants cited 
as a potential means of realizing it. 

O’Neill said the City of Arcata has “done 
a good job of developing projects that are 
a little more innovative.” Funding is avail- 
able, she added, but collaboration between 
government and those who do the building 
needs to be enhanced. 

Commissioner Melanie McCavour said 
grants for infrastructure and housing are 
“very generous right now.” 

Summing up the discussion, Commis- 
sioner Noah Levy said, “It looks like we’re 
all looking for ways, without imagining 
magic pots of money appearing, to remove 
impediments wherever we can and invest 
in getting housing wherever we can with 
the resources we have.” 

The intent is also to “include targeted 
ideas for populations that maybe haven't 


been targeted in the past,” he added. 

The county’s track record in producing 
low income housing is indeed sluggish. In 
the last Housing Element cycle, from 2014 
to 2018, the projected need for very low 
and low income housing in unincorporated 
areas was 212 and 135 units respectively. 

But building permits for only 36 units 
of very low income housing and 61 low in- 
come units were issued. 

The planning is driven by a Regional 
Housing Needs Assessment (RHNA) that 
projects demand for various housing cat- 
egories and allots shares. The RHNA for 
the 2019 to 2027 Housing Element calls for 
charting a total of 1,416 units in the county 
unincorporated area. 

Of the total, 351 units are in the very low 
income category and 223 are in the low in- 
come category. 

Considering the commentary on taking 
better advantage of grant funding oppor- 
tunities, Planning Director John Ford told 
commissioners that it’s an area his depart- 
ment will place greater focus on. 

“We totally hear you about the need to 
manage the grants,” he said. 

Commissioners voted to continue the 
hearing to the June 6 meeting, when a full 
draft of the Housing Element will be re- 
viewed.

HUMBOLDT BAY - A 2018 survey 
that counted more than half a million 
shorebirds on Humboldt Bay has led 
a conservation group to upgrade the 
bay’s status as a critical habitat for 
dozens of species of migrating and re- 
gional shorebirds. 

The Western Hemisphere Shore- 
bird Reserve Network (WHSRN) 
identifies sites of importance to the 
conservation of shorebird species, 
and works to develop science and 
management tools to conserve the 


sites. 

Looking to get an updated under- 
standing of bird activity on Humboldt 
Bay, HSU Wildlife Professor Mark 
Colwell conducted a six-week survey 
last spring, counting at least 500,000 
birds around the bay. 

That window of time saw western 
sandpipers and other shorebirds stop 
at the bay during their migration from 
as far as Peru to Alaska. 

Those staggering numbers led 
WHSRN to re-assess Humboldt Bay’s 
status, and earlier this month the 


group announced that the body of wa- 
ter is now considered a “Site of Hemi- 
spheric Importance.” 

The designation can help improve 
conservation through education, 
good governance, restoration efforts 
and other efforts. 

Colwell and local citizen scientists, 
including many students, continue to 
conduct shorebird surveys on Hum- 
boldt Bay to gain a better understand- 
ing of how migrating and regional 
birds use the bay year-round.

they get worse and sometimes they have 
permanent damage.” 

Later, Ash reported that the county has 
joined the nationwide Stepping Up Initia- 
tive, which calls for “action plans” that out- 
line what will be done to steer mentally ill 
people away from jails and into treatment. 

He said the Department of Health and 
Human Services and Probation Depart- 
ment are leading a local collaboration on 
the county’s plan. 

Housing is another area that the report 
targets for improvement. Ash noted the 
development of the Arcata Bay Crossing 
housing complex, which includes 15 MH- 
SA-funded units for the chronically home- 
less. 

“But if we had 100, we could have filled 


them,” Ash said. 

The report recommends doing an in- 
ventory of available housing and setting a 
long term goal to meet needs. 

Youth programs and substance abuse 
treatment programs are also priorities that 
have benefitted from MHSA funding. But 
Ash said that the state has undercut its ca- 
pacity by substituting it for other forms of 
funding. 

He said that at one point, MHSA money 
was 10 percent of the state’s overall spend- 
ing on behavioral health programs and 
now it’s 24 percent. 

If not for that, “We would have had mil- 
lions (of dollars) more in the county,” he 
continued. 

But he also noted numerous “positive 
things.” Mobile crisis response, rapid 


re-housing, helping transition-aged youth 
and the county’s volunteer-driven Hope 
Center are among the programs funded 
through the MHSA. Supervisors noted 
the importance of crisis response services. 
Board of Supervisors Chair Rex Bohn told 
Ash that “there was a person in the lobby 
today, who was obviously in despair.” 

A mental health services staff member 
told supervisors that the county will con- 
tinue to do community outreach to make 
people aware that clinician teams are 
available to respond to crisis situations. 

Supervisors were also told that the De- 
partment of Health and Human Services 
has an ongoing partnership with schools. 
But during public comment, Southern 
Humboldt Unified School District Board- 
member Thomas Mulder said SoHum “has 
not seen the support we need” and the need 
has intensified as families deal with canna- 
bis-related code enforcement actions. 

“With this abatement issue going on, 


there are many families that are experi- 
encing poverty or financial stress that they 
aren’t accustomed to and there are a lot 
more children acting up,” he said. “I just 
want you to be aware, when it’s said that 
the schools are getting the support they 
need, it’s not completely accurate.” 

The county is stepping up its collabora- 
tion with the school system. A $5.2 million 
grant is being used for partnering with 
the Humboldt County Office of Education 
to establish school-based teams of men- 
tal health clinicians in each region of the 
county.

An asparagus twist 


t’s asparagus season! Spring ushers in asparagus sea- 
[= all over the country, although the dates may dif- 
fer. 

For the first few weeks of the sea- 
son steamed asparagus is my choice 
of preparation, then we might venture 
out to the grill. But here’s a version 
that you might not have thought of yet. 
Fries! 

I know it sounds fussy but it really 
is a quick preparation and then into 
the hot oven while you finishing mak- 
ing the rest of the meal. 

The lovely spears take a quick egg 
dip and then are rolled in cheese and 
a bit of cornmeal or breadcrumbs if 


you prefer. Then baked up quick and hot and served with 
your favorite dipping sauce — garlic mayo, aka aioli, or 
chipotle mayo or just mayo are choices I would recom- 
mend. 


Asparagus Fries 
(serves 3-4) 

1 bunch asparagus 

(thicker stalks work 

better) 

Y4 cup grated hard 

cheese like parme- 

san or asiago or 

pecorino 

2 Cup coarse corn- 

meal or breadcrumbs 

1 egg, beaten 

Salt 

Pepper 


Preheat oven to 
400 degrees. Snap 
off the ends of the as- 
paragus and discard 
ends. Place beaten 
egg in a bowl that will allow the asparagus to lay flat and 
cheese, cornmeal or breadcrumbs, salt and pepper in an- 
other similar sized bowl. 

Dip asparagus in egg and allow excess to drip off then 
rollin cheese mixture and place on a baking sheet. Re- 
peat for all asparagus. 

Bake for 15-20 minutes until tender when pierced 
with a fork. Allow to cool a few minutes before serving 
with your favorite dipping sauce.

Momma Mia! is ridicously charming. 
The cast gives it their all. They sing 
and dance with heart. 

This romantic comedy is about

With- 
out telling her mother, So- 
phie invites the three men 
to her wedding. 

And there’s the setup 
for an evening of laughs, 
laments and _ misunder- 
standings, all arranged 
around hit ABBA tunes, 
including Honey, Honey, 
Dancing Queen, Voulez 
Vous and more. 

According to the playbill, Plante 
is back on stage for her first produc- 
tion with Ferndale Rep after having 
taken a long break from performing.
